Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 5-8, 14,15,28-30, and 32-39 are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

In regards to independent claim 28, the prior art of record does not disclose a method for 
classifying a user input to a digitizer comprising; 
classifying the user input as follows; 

as a stroke if a first move threshold is satisfied; 

as a tap if the first move threshold and a time threshold are not met; 

as a hold if the time threshold is met by not the first move threshold and a second 
move threshold which is different fi-om the first move threshold; 

as a hold and drag if the time threshold and the second move threshold are met, 
but the first move threshold is not met. 
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In regards to independent claim 32, the prior art of record does not disclose a method for 
classifying a user input to a digitizer comprising, 

first determining whether the user input moves at least a first distance; 

second determining whether the user input ends before a certain amount of time; 

and responsive to the user input failing to move at least the first distance within the 
certain amount of time and failing to end before the certain amount of time, third determining 
whether the user input moves at least a second distance larger than the first distance. 

hi regards to independent claim 38, the prior art of record does not disclose a method for 
classifying a user input to a digitizer comprising; 

first determining whether the input is a stroke based on a first move threshold; 

second determining whether input is a tap based on a time threshold, if the input is not a 

stroke; 

third determining whether input is a hold or a hold and drag if the input is neither a 
stroke nor a tap. 

hi regards to dependent claims 5-8, 14, 15, 29, 30, 33-37, and 39 are allowed as they 
depend upon an allowed base claim.
